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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to the claims are substantive and would require further consideration and search. 
In addition, the amendments introduce confusion into the claims. For example, claim 27 in part (i) is amended to recite 10 or more 
epitopes while part (iii) still recites five or more. Claim 28 in part (i) is amended to recite 5 or more epitopes while part (iii) still recites two 
or more. Basis for claims 28, 72, 73, 77-78 and their dependent claims Is not seen at pages 13-14 of the specification. The specification 
does not disclose the combinations of the recited numbers of CTL and HTL epitopes . 
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
